Edmonton, July 28—Application 
forms for Old Age Pensions are 
now available in all post offices 
throughout Alberta, the Regional 
Director of Old Age Security, H. 
C. ‘L. Gillman, said here. today,’ 


Persons who are already receiv- 
ing Old Age Pensions do not have 
to fill out new application forms, 
mames and addresses are being 
obtained ‘from provincial records 
aind transferred to federal lists 
without any action being required 
on their part. Alberta has approx- 
imately 18,250 persons in this 
group. Those who are receiving 
a $40 a month pension will have 
it continued at that level; those 
who are getting a partial pension 
will find it increased to $40.00. 


Alberta has approximately 25,- 
000 persons aged 70 or over not 
now getting pensions who will 
be eligible for a pension under the 
new program, Mr. Gillman said. 
It is essential, he emphasized, that 
these people send in their appli- 
cations immediately, so that proof 
of age and residence in Canada 
may be checked and all arrange- 
ments completed for the first 
cheques to go out toward the end 
of next January. 


Delay in sending in an appli- 
cation may mean that the applica- 
tion cannot be put through in time 
for the January cheque issue. The 
Jonger the delay the less chance 
there is that the application can 

Applicants mst prove their age, 
and the proof should be sent along 
with the application form. Birth 
or Baptismal Certificates are best 
evidence. Other documents that 
will be considered include records 


in family Bibles, church rolls or 


“If you cannot send evidence of 
this kind, please send any docu- 
ments you do have that support 
your claim of age,” Mr.. Gillman 
said. “These documents will, of 
course, be returned to you. If you 
cannot send anything to prove 
your age, send in your application 
anyway, stating that-you have no 
document to support your claim 


‘of age. You will then be told what 


you must do about proying your 
age.” ; \ 

The pension cheques will be ad- 
dressed to the pensioner himself, 
although provision will-‘be made 
to pay the pension to some other 
person or agency when this be- 
comes necessary because of the 
pensioner’s illness or infirmity.

Discovers New 
Form Of Rust 


WINNIPEG, Man.—Many varieties 
of wheat previously considered rust 
resistant are susceptible to a new 
form of rust, according to Dr. J. J. 
Christensen, a University of Minne- 
sota professor. 

The new type of rust is known as 
“15B”, Christensen said, and the gov- 
ernments of Canada, United States 
and Mexico:are collaborating: in their 
research work on resistance to. this 
type. / 

He told the Canadian: Phytopatho- 
logical society here that the constant 
fear of agricultural scientists was 
the rise of a new rust against which 
there were no preparations. 

He said their work was further 
complicated because all types of rust 
strains did not behave alike in ev-~y 
country.
